Superintending School Committee, 


OF To SIME, IN ee 


The attempt has been made to enthuse the spirit of punctuality, 
and an earnest effort of constant attendance in our schools. For this 
purpose was given the promise to publish the Roll of Honor of each 
school. It has worked nobly. Most of the teachers and many ofthe 
parents have heartily cooperated. Each district has more or less on 
this list except one, which was hindered by much sickness; and in- 
deed each list was greatly lessened by sickness through the town. It 
is far preferable for the parents and citizens to plan ways with their 
scholars and arrange means, and even give prizes to elevate and en- 
noble the intellect and heart, than to rehearse pefore theirs and oth- 
ers children how they had worried, puzzled, and ‘come it over the 
teacher,” and thus flatterand stimulate the baser qualities of the child... 

Several of the school houses in town need either extensive repairs 
or to be replaced by new ones. Those in No. 6, and 11, are unfit for 
school purposes. No. 6 took fire Jast term for want of proper protec- 
tion under the stove. Each stove should have under it double sheets 
of zinc, or a marble slab sunken in the floor. In some 5 houses large 
patches of plastering have been off during all the year. No. 8 has 
done a noble work in painting and furnishing new tops to the desks 
and a new floor. More blackboard is needed in many school-houses.. 
A live and earnest teacher is greatly hampered, and has reason to 
feel insulted, when compelled to use for three months, a board 24 by 
3 feet, or 3 by 34 feet; and only such have several districts. Far 
wiser is the farmer, who sends his hired man into his hay-field with © 
only a bush scythe. In his vase only one sufters. In the other the 
whole school and district. Chalk can be most profitably used in ey- 
ery study of our schools.

Nores. Miss Mary E. Howland was compelled by sickness to 
leave her school and Miss Kate finished it. Misses Emma L. Gilbert 
and Merrifield taught the Fall terms in their respective districts. 


Our teachers have exercised their varied talents with varied suc- 
cess. No person can succeed alike in every position, Three of the 
summer teachers, Misses Derby, Marshall, and Kate Howland, and 
Miss Gordon in the Fall, had their first experience inteaching. They 
were anxious and in earnest to succeed and did well, but will do 
much better with more study and discipline of mind. Miss Bliss has 
taught this year three terms in our schools. She is improving each 
term. 

Misses Stark, Leavitt, Hurlburt, Gordon, showed themselves with 
wonderful patience with the little ones, and well adapted to gain at- 
tention and to instruct as well as to control. 

Misses Snow, E. and A. Gilbert, Merrifield, Barnes, Palmer and 
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Robins, evinced in the school room, and upon the minds of their pu- 
pils that they have ability and tact to teach and lead their scholars to 
interest and profit in study. 

Mrs. Melvin, Mrs. Lewis, Mayo, and Miss Flint, are each old and 
tried teachers. They have taught for years, are well versed, and 
have tact to instruct. Mrs. Lewis had not all the help she should 
have had from her older pupils (who might have proved themselves 
gentlemen), but showed herself a good instructor. 

Seven, or one half of our winter teachers, were young men. Messrs. 
Nettleton, Jacobs and Alden, have just closed their first schools. 
They were thoroughly in earnest and were successful. Jacobs ex- 
eelled in teaching Reading and the elements of Arithmetic. Alden’s 
closing examination gaye evidence of a most thorough drill in every 
branch of study. He has spared no pains in leading his school to 
seek the reason why in each study and rule. 

Excellent progress was made. Messrs. Dewey and Comings came 
to their schools with experience and they have applied it well and to 
excellent advantage. Tollman, as many times before, has acted as 
the reserved force in an emergency. He needs no commendation. 

Mr. Johnson came with the high commendation of eminent success 
in the past, both in government and in instruction. We failed to 
learn that he was less efficient or less capable in teaching his last 
term. No person can warrant success from the past. The truth in 
regard to the quality of government in our schools will always be 
most accurately learned by examination in the school-room. ‘They 
say” is seldom the most reliable informant. Let parents visit the 
School early each term. It will stimulate the scholars and inspire the 
teacher. 

The schools have had on the shitle an excellent class of teachers, 
but the greater portion of them show the need of drill and discipline 
at a Normal school. To know how most effectively to teach the ru- 
diments of each study would render them more efficient.
